TAKE A LAY-OFF 


Carson is Being Let Off Very Lightly 


in View of the Unthinking Way That 
Team Has Acted 


There has been evidenced by the 


Carson City papers during the past 
week a great deal of animosity that 
took the form of personal abuse ana 
ridicule, instead of calm, deliberative 
argument. 
The News and Appeal de- 


voted a. number of columns to abuse 
J. J. Rafferty of this city because he 
declined to permit "Wing and Hylton to 
ride against Sacramento and placed the 
Carson team under suspension . 


Mr.1 Rafferty is the state represen- 


tative of the National Cycling- Associ- 
ation and he took the action above 
mentioned because it was his manifest 
duty. The Journal took Mr. Rafferty's 
part while he was absent from town 
and later when he was confined to his 
home with illness. 
The fact that a 


sanction was granted Carson to ride 
Sacramento was not in opposition to 
Mr. RafCerty. 
The higher authorities 


in th$- N. C, A. took full cognizance 
of Mi1, Raffeity's authority and only 
granted the sanction as an act of kind- 
ness and a special accommodation in 
view of the present circumstances. The 
National Cycling Association is back 
of Mr,' RafCerty to the last trench as 
the following correspondence fully evi- 
dences. 
Mr. Rafferty could have ren- 


dered the sanction null and void, but 
he is not the publisher of a Carson 
newspaper and has sufficient breadth 
of mipd to play no favorites and pum- 
mels |no man that is down . 


It Is the duty of every wheelman 


who rides under the sanction of the 
N. O. A. to register with the state 
representative of the N. C. A., which 
the Carson wheelmen did not do . Fur- 
thermore, if the Carson 'wheelmen had 
recognized the established authority 
and written to Mr. Rafferty, he would 
no doubt have raised the suspension.

A railroad has been 
specially constructed to carry the im- 
perial party to the scene of the -cere- 
monies and hotels, boarding houses 
and barracks have been built 'in the 
surrounding desert. For several weeks 
thousands of pilgrims have been pour- 
Ing into the place from every part of 
the empire and strong bodies of troops 
have been gathered to keep the crowds 
In check. 
Extraordinary precautions 


ha.ve been taken to secure the safety 
of the Czar and Czarina. 


The Interval between the arrival of 


the imperial party and the beginning 
of the ceremonies will be passed by 
the Czar in prayer and fasting in pre- 
paration for the occasion.

Trouble Brewing for Those Who Have 


Fenced Puplio Domain 


H. C. Cullom Jr., special agent for 


the Interior Department returned this 
morning from a week's trip to the 
southeastern part of the county, where 
he has been investigating alleged cases 
where parties have fenced in govern- 
ment land. 
It is understood that he 


found the situation about as represent- 
ed a large area of government land 
being illegally under fence.

prosecuting such offences and is one 
for which the law provides a heavy 
penalty and imprisonment. 
It would 


not be surprising if suits should be 
brought against those who are unlaw- 
fully holding government land unless 
the fences are removed. 


Mr. Cullon will be here a few days 


and will then make a trip to McDermit 
and other places in the northern part 
of the county to continue his inves- 
tigations.

big cattle company alone has several 
thousand acres 
of 
government land 


fenced and there are many other in- 
stances in which similar tracts

LOTS OF GOLD BUT 


HARD TO GET 


The Country is a Rich Producer, But 


is Not an Alluring Place for Miners 


Or Investors 


Nothing is gold that glitters and 


even the metal that sheds a yellow or 
red refulgence often costs more per 
ounce to produce than the mints will 
pay. 
This is inferred, from the in- 


terview which follows: 


Col. 
Charles S. Hull of this city 


has returned from Nicaragua after an 
absence of eight months. He describes 
it as a country rich in gold veins and 
placer beds, but finds that the cost 
of extraction there is a serious im- 
pediment to the gathering together of 
a fortune. 


Said Col. Hull to a Journal reporter 


yesterday in the office of the Palace 
hotel: 


"I went to Central America to find 


a mining property, but did not succeed 
in purchasing anything that looked fa- 
vorable. 
Mining is followed very gen 


erally all over Nicaragua. 
The Chen 


tales district has been worked for a 
great many years. The veins are large 
and are very rich on the surface, but 
the deeper workings are disappointing. 
Near Managua, the capital city, atv 
most of 
the best properties in the 


countiy. 


"When the Jesuit fatheis occupied 


Nicaragua they did a great deal 
of 


prospecting and developed 
mines in 


places that are so difficult of access 
that it would be believed impossible 
Cor mining to have been carried 
on 


there if the evidences were not on the 
ground 
"When the Jesuits were drive.> 


out the mining industry lagged. 


"Near 1?eon, the western metropolis, 


there is a peculiar mine at a very 
low level. 
At a depth of 100 feet 


water was encountered having a tern 
perature of over 200 degrees. 
On ac- 


count of the difficulty of extraction the 
mine was not worked to any extent 
below that level, although an explora- 
tion shaft was sent down 500 feet. 
The deep workings however sufficed 
to enable the directors of the com- 
pany, nearly all of whom, were inter- 
ested in the manufacture of machinery, 
to expend half a million dollars for 
pumps and hoists. 
Not a quarter of j 


the machinery reached the site of the 
works. 
Luter the stockholders got 


weary and the mine was sold for $15,- 
000. 
T"he new o\vner was a practical 


miner. He found that the waste dumps 
carried from ?12 to $13, -\\hich he mill- 
ed and cyaniclecl and is making money | 
hand over fist. 


"The noithem district in Nicaragua 


is known as New Segoria. 
Some very 


rich veins have been discovered. The 
values are pilnclpally encountered in 
pockets. 


"In the central and eastern portion 


of the country thete are a great man> 
veins in slate, the majority of which 
are blankets, but some are nearly ver- 
tica'. 
The large ore bodies run from 


$4 to $S per ton. 


"Owing to the excessive rains, lack 


of transportation facilities and 
diffi- 


culty in procuring labor the mines are 
hard to work. 


"The lack of roads renders transpor- 


tation limited to the capacity of bur- 
ros. 


"Printz Pulca, in the eastern part 


of the state, is approached only from 
the Atlantic side. Eight or ten mines 
are in profitable operation. The largest 
mill is dropping forty stamps. 
The 


machinery was all hauled in in sledges 
over the mud. That the 
country is 


muddy is evidenced by the fact that 
there are only two seasons in Nicara- 
gua. 
One is the rainy season and 


the other is the very rainy season. 
No native labor is to be had. It is all 
imported and is principally composed 
of Jamaica negroes. 


"J. Deitrichs, a Pittsburg million- 


aire, has obtained from the govern- 
ment an exclusive franchise for min- 
ing in the northern part of Nicaragua 
for the space of 25 years.

hundred Americans.nearly^ all of whom 
are to prospect the country for him. If 
he makes a success of this venture it 
will certainly be a big one. 


"There is considerable placer ground 


In the country. 
It is worked by the 


Indians by a very crude process and 
their returns average between $1 and 
$3 per day. That the country is rich 
Is evidenced by the fact that the ex- 
ports of gold last year amounted to 
178,000 ounces."
